While  the  offensive  corps,  led  by  backs  John  Dinof- 
fri  and  Nate  Whitmore,  ground  out  154  points,  the 
Wolves'  equally  adept  defense  held  the  enemy  scoreless 
in  four  of  the  five  Joliet  victories.  The  season  highlight 
was  a  49-0  homecoming  conquest  of  Morton  JC. 

Dinoffri  was  the  team's  No.  1  rusher  with  496  yards 
in  106  carries  for  a  4.  7  average,  while  Whitmore  racked 
up  305  yards  in  71  attempts.

A  year  to  remember- -this  was  the  1960-61  JJC  bas- 
ketball season. 

Living  up  to  the  tradition  established  in  A. A.  "Fizz" 
Wills'  twenty-seven  years  as  coach,  the  hardcourt  aces 
compiled  a  fine  23-7  overall  record.  Included  among 
their  accomplishments  were  a  tie  for  the  Illinois  Junior 
College  Conference  title,  the  Region  Four  JC  Champ- 
ionship, and  a  trip  to  Hutchinson,  Kansas,  for  the  na- 
tional finals.

Throughout  the  season,  Bill  Sparlin  was  the  team  spark 
plug.  He  finished  with  575  points,  a  19.  8  average,  and  a.  470 
shooting  percentage,  hitting  a  high  of  39  points  against  Wright. 
Selected  most  valuable  player  by  his  teammates,  Bill's  drib- 
bling exhibitions  and  his  ability  to  connect  from  20  feet  out 
proved  a  great  source  of  pleasure  for  the  fans. 

Ed  Edson  and  Dennis  Wilhelmi,  the  six-foot- four  "gold  dust 
twins"  of  the  Wolves,  averaged  16.6  and  13.6  points  per  game, 
respectively.  Their  rebounding  talents  and  scoring  potential 
plagued  many  an  opponent.
